Three Contests In 
Monday’s Election 


Andover’s voters will go to the 
polls on Monday ror the annual 
town election, with three offices pro- 
viding the only contests. All polling 
places will be open from 7 a. m. to 
7 p. m. 

The three contests are for the 
two positions on the public works 
board, the three on the school com- 
mittee and one on the Board of 
Health. Fred W. Doyle is running 
for re-election’ on the Board of Pub- 
lic Works, and Arthur R. Lewis, 
Barbara Loomer and Jerome W. 
Cross, Jr., for school committee. 
Franklin H. Stacey of the Board of 
Health is being opposed by Charles 
McCullom and Vincent Treanor. 

Fred Doyle is generally conceded 
re-election to the public works 
board, but the rest of the field is 
so large and so varied that the sec-

Two Andover Boys 


Killed In Service 


Two more Andover boys have 
lost their lives in the service, one 
of them with the Royal Canadian 
Air Force. 

Warrant Officer, second class, 
Hugh A. Davey, Royal Canadian 
Air Force, was killed on active 
service overseas on February 21. 
His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Davey, 16 Brook street, were noti- 
fied of tthe tragedy by RCAF head- 
quarters at Ottawa, Canada, on Sat- 
urday morning. 

The young flier enlisted three 
years ago, returning to Canada as 
a recruit with Philip Beck, who had 
been home on a furlough at that 
time. Warrant Officer Davey had a 
furlough around Christmas, 1948, 
and shortly afterward went over to 
England. He had been piloting Lan- 
caster multi-motored bombers on 
flights over Germany. A recent let- 
ter to his parents stated that he 
expected a furlough soon, and that 
he hoped to visit some relatives in 
Scotland. 

Besides his parents, Warrant 
Officer Davey is survived by six 
brothers: Sgt. James Ky, with the

For Water 


Turns Down Garbage Plan; 
Big Increase in Fire Budget 


The requests for $150,000 to start work on the water 
System improvements and for $21,000 for the Tercentenary 
celebration have been approved by the finance committee, ac- 
cording to the annual report released yesterday. Other im- 
portant features of the report are the failure to approve the 
garbage disposal article and an increase in the fire depart- 
ment appropriation of nearly 25%. 

The fire department appropriation has been increased in

recommendations to $38,737, a jump of $7,276. The police 


appropriation is up $1793, schools are up $2500, and the 
various public works articles up over $10,000.
